Nighttime hold-up at 
general store in Vale |

Two men who robbed Sun- 
day’s General Store in Ballard- 
vale on Tuesday may be involved 
with a string of Merrimack 
Valley robberies, say police. 

At 8:30 p.m., around closing 
time for the store, two young 
men entered Sunday’s with what 
was described by police as a 


“plastic-looking” gun. One of 


the owners, whose name is being 
withheld, was alone in the store 
at the time of the robbery and 
was unavailable for comment 
immediately afterwards. 

“They're pretty shaken up,” 
said a detective at the scene 
Tuesday evening. 


Investigating Officer James 
Reilly said that the young men 
were in and out of the store in 
seconds and that a third man 
was waiting for them in a brown 
or black pick-up truck. The 
truck matched descriptions of 
vehicles that were used in simi- 
lar robberies in Billerica, 
Tewksbury and Methuen this 
week, said police. 

Reilly couldn’t comment on 
the amount of money the rob- 
bers got away with, but said that 
they did escape with some cash. 

Sunday’s is located on 
Andover Street, near the Bal- 
lardvale Post Office and Bal- 
lardvale commuter rail station. 


Commuter bus to 
Boston won’t stall

Bus commuters to Boston 
will not be left out in the cold 
this winter, as the Merrimack 
Valley Regional Transit Author- 
ity will continue the service to 
be dropped by Trombly Bus 
Lines, following an incident 
with a alleged drunk bus driver 
last month. 

By collecting funds from the 
Massachusetts Bay Transporta- 
tion Authority and eliminating 
one of its three daily runs, 
MVRTA will assume formal 
operation of the Lawrence/ 
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Andover/Boston service on Jan. 
6, said Stephen Colyer, the 
town’s representative to the 
MVRITA Board. 

“Two of the three runs into 
Boston will continue to operate, 
which is better than losing the 
service altogether,” said Colyer. 

About 128 people take the 
trip from Andover, Lawrence 
and Methuen each day, with 80 
to 90 percent of riders boarding

Mother of US Navy captain overseas will miss

Only a mother could truly 
understand Louise Hart’s 
plight. A week before her 
son’s birthday and two weeks 
before Christmas, her son, 
Navy specialist Eric Day, was 
called back to service last 
week and couldn’t even tell 
her where he was going. 

“Tt was absolutely unex- 
pected,” said Hart, who hoped 
to have Day home for his 
birthday and the holidays. 

Day is the captain of a C- 
130 cargo plane, and in the 
war against terrorism he has 
shipped equipment and troops 
to hot spots around the world. 
He was home on leave when 
he got the call. 

For a single mother who 
took pride in planning elabo- 
rate birthday parties for her 
sons while they were growing 
up, Hart says the timing was 
hard. “As Americans, we 
expect some sort of orderli- 
ness to our lives. It’s not the 
way this war operates,” said 
Hart.

“We're at war, there’s no 
question of that. Our service- 
men are in harm’s way,” said 
Hart, who noted that the bat- 
tles are taking place on many 
fronts around the world. “It’s a 
totally different war than we 
know from our parents. It’s a 
true world war.” 

Day has ferried Navy 
SEALs and other advanced 
troops to secret locations, 
which is nerve-wracking for 
Hart. “The public doesn’t 
have the right to know, not 
even mothers,” she said. 
“When I asked him when we 
would see him again, he said, 
‘There’s no certainty.” 

The only method Hart has 
of figuring out what her son 
may be doing is watching the 
news:when she does know 
where he is. “That's horrible 
for a mother. I don’t know

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Catholics show relief 


Many local Catholics 
expressed relief this week at the 
resignation of Cardinal Bernard 
Law. But congregants such a 
Jerry Dugal, a member of both 
St. Augustine’s parish council 
and its Voice of the Faithful affil- 
iate, say the resignation is just a 
start of the change that is needed. 

“Tt is significant, and there is, 
of course, a lot more to be done 

to be done not just in the dio- 
cese, but across the country and 
around the world,” says Dugal. 

Dugal believes ‘more over- 
seers must be removed from 
power, saying the incidents of 
abuse “need to be rooted out, 
adjudicated and healed.” He also 
wants the Catholic Church to be 
Jess secretive and to give local 
priests and lay people greater 
control over decision-making. 
He doesn’t believe he’s alone. “A 
lot of people who weren't think- 
ing in that direction have 
become converts,” he says. 

While Cardinal Law’s resig- 
nation is not seen as a panacea 
for the wounds inflicted by the 
abuse scandal, it may have had 
some healing effects this week. 

“IT was up in the choir at Sun- 
day Mass, and for the first time 
in a long time there were no 
seats. It was hard to get a seat 
after awhile. It may be a coinci- 
dence, or maybe more people 
came — or came back,” he says.

believing all the victims could 
be saved. Each of the men suited 
up to withstand the cold of the 
river, and Boulanger went into 
the icy water to recover the 
fourth victim. 

“They all have kids, so it 
affected each and every one of 
them,” said Deputy James 
Lynch. Lynch said that because 
children are often revived after 
being submerged in cold water, 


‘the Andover firefighters — along 


with Lawrence firefighter Billy 
Cunningham, who was the first 
in the water — expected the boys 
to be revived. 


“It certainly was a shock,” 
said Lynch. 

Lynch said that the rescue 
attempt was made more difficult 
and nerve-wracking by driving 
rains and the onset of night. “It 
was a real difficult situation,” he 
said. 

When the Andover firefight- 
ers heard that the four boys died, 
they were devastated. After the 
harrowing rescue attempt and 
the tragic outcome, the men 
spent three hours talking about 
the experience with fellow fire- 
fighters. 

Children who frequent the 
Lawrence Boys and Girls Club 
also were offered counseling.

Budget woes Continue in 
Andover as town Officials are 
bracing themselves for 
expected cuts in state aid. 
Department heads are scram- 
bling to raise money wherev- 
er possible 

Fees for a wide variety of 
services, such as dog licenses 
and town burial plots, have 
already gone up while fees 
for marriage licenses, build- 
ing permits, and storage 
room and inflammable 
license fees may follow the 
trend 

Selectman Brian Major 
said he didn’t want to “nickel 
but select- 
men voted in favor of the 
dog-fee increase last week 
and the cemetery plot fee 
increase last month. 

The nickel and diming 
starts with the dogs, because 
January is the time for dog- 
license renewals. The new 
year will ring 10 with a $10 
cost for the license tag, an 
increase of $2. 

The increase 1S expected 
to bring in about $4,500 as 
2,300 dogs are currently 
licensed in Andover, accord- 
ing to the town Clerk's office 


It's been six years since 
the dog-license fee increased. 
In 1996, the fee jumped from 
$5 to $8 in Andover. 

Even at $10, Andover 
charges less than many other 
communities, according to 
Town Clerk Randy Hanson. 
She said some communities 
are jumping from $10 to $15 
next year. 

Every January, dog own- 
ers are expected to renew 
their dog licenses. Late 
renewals will continue to cost 
owners additional cash. 
Those who wait until March 
or later to get a 2003 dog 
license, will be charged an 
extra $2 per month. That fee 
is the same as this year. 

Hanson said she is contin- 
uing to survey other commu- 
nities to see how Andover 
stacks up with various fees. 
Once completed, she will 
present selectmen with ideas 
for other fee increases. No 
other fee increases are 
planned at this time. 

Last month, it was the 
cemetery fees feeling the 
budget pinch. Selectmen 
raised cemetery fees 11 per- 
cent. It now costs $600 to buy 
a plot in a town cemetery.

I write today to question why 
the town of Andover utilizes, 
exclusively, the Elm Street 
Automotive Service for their 
town towing. 

Our family had a family car 
towed this past weekend. The 
rates that we were charged were 
exorbitant. I found the service 
we received belittling and 
unnecessary 

I also question whether the 
car truly needed to be towed. 
There was no attempt made to 
locate the driver, even though 
the car was parked directly in 
front of the house the driver was 
visiting. The driver could have 
received a fine, a ticket, and then 
he could have moved the car if 
that was what was required 
Instead the car was towed, leav- 
ing a person stranded at 11 p.m. 

The officer that I spoke with 
on the following Sunday mor- 
ing made reference to at least 
eight other cars that were towed 
that night. That seems a rather 
high number for a town such as 
Andover. 

Payments made to Elm Street 
Automotive must be made in 
cash or by a certified bank 
check, which of course is not an 
option available on Saturday or 
Sunday. This is a business that 
has been conducting business 
for many years in Andover. | 
find it hard to understand why 
Elm Street Automotive has not 
taken steps to arrange for credit 
card use. Apparently cash 1s 
preferable for it. 

The rates that Elm Street 
Automotive charge residents for 
towing services seems far above 
the norm found in other towns 
To have a car towed less than 
two miles should not cost $95. 
Why are we being charged so 
much? Is there an assumption 
being made that we can afford it 
because we live in Andover? If 
so, is that a fair assumption? 

In addition, I found the ser 
vice that I received when | 
arrived to pick up my car on 
Sunday, Dec. 1, appalling.

In 1932, the Great 
Depression was in full 
swing. We lived in 
Andover. Working 
folks were suffering 
from job loss; it was 
not going to be a very 
bountiful Christmas 
for them. But for my 
sister and me, it held 
great promise. We 
had each received $10 
from our dad, and we 
were to do our own 
Christmas shopping 
for the first time. With 
our snap purses clutched in our hands, we 
headed out the door. 

Mother was to drive us to Lawrence, 
where our grandfather ran the Cross Dry 
Goods store, a small shop. on the main com- 
mercial street. The idea was to keep busi- 
ness in the family. 

While we were on our way, I was won- 
dering how much I could afford to spend for 
each person’s gift. I calculated that I needed 
to purchase six gifts; one each for my moth- 
er and dad, one for Grandpa and Grandma; 
one for Aunt Florence, and one for my sis- 
ter. Ten dollars was not going to go very far; 
I would need to choose carefully. This was 
my first lesson in economics. 

We arrived at the store, to be greeted by 
Grandpa, Grandma and Aunt Florence; we 
knew our way around, because we often vis- 
ited there for a few hours while Mother 
shopped or went to the bank. Grandma’s 
special spot was up on a balcony at the rear 
of the store. She had her sewing machine 
there and she was an accomplished seam-

Joy to the world, with a dozen handkerchiefs 


stress. We loved to go up those stairs where 
we could watch the customers come and go. 
After a transaction was completed, cash was 
deposited in a small brass container, and 
with a push of a button, it whizzed up to the 
balcony on overhead wires. We never tired 
of watching this marvel of technology. 

Aunt Florence was the cashier. She 
removed the cash and sales slip from its 
container, spindled the slip and put the 
money in a small safe; then she sent the con- 
tainer down for another trip. At the end of 
the day, she took the proceeds to the bank, a 
few yards away. Her records always tallied 
to the penny. She had no chance for an edu- 
cation beyond high school. It was too bad; 
she was extremely bright. She could have 
benefited greatly from additional learning. 
In those days, it was not considered impor- 
tant for girls to go beyond high school. 

Grandma’s specialty was fitting corsets. 
Flappers could get away with garter belts to 
hold up their hose; but there were older 
women who did not feel quite comfortable 
unless their clothing was undergirded with a 
“foundation garment.” She did a brisk busi- 
ness with the women of her generation, 
mostly recent immigrants from countries in 
northern Europe, Irish, English, Scots, but 
also Italians, who had found work in the 
mills. 

After the greetings, my sister and I began 
to make our way down the aisles, looking at 
the merchandise. By comparison with con- 
temporary shops, the Cross Dry Goods 
Company was small and ill-appointed. The 
floors were unvarnished wood; the show- 
cases were unattractive. The stock consisted 
(besides corsets, girdles and garter belts) of 
silk stockings (there were no nylons yet) 


men’s and ladies underpants and shirts, long 
underwear, kid gloves, scarves, a few blous- 
es, men’s collars and handkerchiefs. After 
whispered discussions with my sister, we 
decided that handkerchiefs were the way to 
go; they came with a flat box which could 
be wrapped with a bright Christmas paper 
and topped with a bow. 

They would make a brave show under 
the tree, we concluded. We completed the 
sale: 12 handkerchiefs. The men’s were 
linen with a hem-stitched edge; the ladies’ 
each with delicate embroidery. 

But could we afford them? Grandpa 
assured us that we would get a 33% percent 
discount, and we were thrilled! Actually, he 
was probably charging us just what they had 
cost him wholesale, because we were “fam- 
ily.” But we thought we were getting a ter- 
rific bargain ... and we were just able to 
afford our purchases and even had a few 
cents left over for a package of Necco 
Wafers. 

* * 

The sequel to this story is that a few 
years later, the pressures of the Depression 
forced his tiny store into bankruptcy. It was 
a disgrace from which he never recovered. 
For immigrants of that generation to go into 
debt was unthinkable; in the old country it 
could have meant debtors’ prison. Bank- 
ruptcy meant you could not pay your debts. 
Those people did not “charge”; if they 
couldn’t pay cash, they did without. What 
would they think of our credit economy? 
They would shake their heads in dismay. 
Sometimes I do that myself.

US residents throw away an 
extra one million tons of waste 
each week between Thanksgiv- 
ing and the New Year. Each year 
38,000 miles of ribbon is thrown 
out — enough to tie a bow around 
the earth. 

In this season of gift giving, 
many presents come in boxes 
that are shipped in other boxes. 
Mail-ordering gifts can save 
time and gas, but remember the 
last step — to recycle the corru- 
gated cardboard and paperboard 
boxes. 

- In Andover, corrugated card- 
board boxes and paperboard 
packing forms (surrounding 
toys, electronic or fragile items) 
can be recycled at the curbside. 
Residents should cut or fold the 
corrugated cardboard into pieces 
less than two-by-two feet, or no 
larger than a pizza box. They can 
then tie or tape them together 
and place next to the recycle bin. 

Paperboard boxes (cereal, 
shoe, tissue boxes, etc.) are also 
recyclable and can be placed in 
paper bags along with newspa- 
pers, catalogs, junk mail, paper 
and envelopes with or without 
windows. 

Plastics No. | to 7 are also 
curbside recyclable, including

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Racers remember Robinson 


$20K raised in road race honoring late AHS principal

HE MEMORY OF FORMER 
Andover High principal 
Larry Robinson lives on 
as last Sunday’s road race in his 
honor attracted hundreds of run- 
ners and walkers. 

The 10-mile course through 
the streets of Andover attracted 
900 people and big contribu- 
tions from two local businesses. 
That support prompted the race 
director to say he is proud of 
Andover’s commitment to fight- 
ing cancer. 

Robinson died of cancer four 
years ago while serving as prin- 
cipal at Andover High. The road 
race was started last year in his 
memory and money raised goes 
to Dana Farber Cancer Institute 
in Boston. 

Race director Roy Dennehy, 
formerly of Andover and now of 
Windham, N.H., said about 
$20,000 was raised at this year’s 
race. Plus, Robinson’s brother, 
Mark Robinson of Wayland, 
donated $5,000. 

Dennehy said the Robinson 
family was touched by the out- 
pouring of support in Andover. 
In addition to the hundreds of 
runners and walkers, volunteers 
helped out along the race route. 

“Tt was just a great outpour- 
ing of support for this race and it 
is so very much appreciated,” 
Dennehy said. “Larry was so 
courageous, working at Andover 
High right up until the end. This 
race is all about finding a cure 
for cancer. And, we can make a

ROM THE SIMPLICITY OF THE WREATHS 

on the windows in the Olde 

Andover Village business area, to 
the slick and silver holiday theme in the 
Kaps window on Main Street, to the red 
velvet and white lights at Helen Thomas 
Simply Smashing on Post Office Avenue, 
Andover’s downtown is dressed in its hol- 
iday finest.

In the wide variety of Holly- 
wood film genres, one of the 
most popular, but now almost 
forgotten, were the melodramas

’50s. Today’s soap operas owe 
their very existence to these 
films, but the soap operas of 
today only mimic the films in 
their storylines.
